Over to the Lost Property Department, 
At terminal points on the elevated 


railroads, Sonth ferry, for example, tho 
guards on tho trains go through the cars 
and pick np anything that may have 
been left by the passengers and turn it 
over to tho train dispatcher at tho sta- 
tion, -who delivers it to tho superintend- 
ent of the lost property department cf 
the Manhattan Baihvay company, at 39 
Gresn\vich street. There the article is 
inspected and a record of tho finding or 
it, with a description of the article, i.-i 
made in a book kept for that purpose; 
there Is a book for aach division of tho 
road. Then it is wrapped up, properly 
tagged or labeled, und hold to :nvait its 
owner. 
Sometimes the ownership of a 


package is discovered upon examining it. 
Then if it is not called for tho company 
notifies the owner of tho finding of it. 
In this way articles aro restored to their 
owners daily. 


Umbrellas aro tho articles most nu- 


merously found. Of those there are found 
from 2,500 to 13,000 a year; they aro of 
all liiuus and qualities. The number of 
umbrellas found increases from year to 
year about in the snino proportion as the 
increase of travel. Next to umbrellas iu 
the numbers fuaud como satchels, mid 
sif'tj: 
1 thrni, about izi tho order ];an:rc!, 


como hats, shoes, books and tho variuus 
things that :ira done tip in packages. 
There aro found also watches, diamonds, 
hardware, Music, bottles and in tho 
course of tho year many other things in 
great variety. 


Altogether from tho various divisions 


of tho road there aro turuod over to tho 
lost property department about 30,000 
pieces n your. 
About half of these lost 


articles are culled for. Articles of small 
value aro kept six mouths; articles of 
greater valr.o aro kept a year. Things 
uot called for are filially sold by public 
anction at sales held Kem.iflnnn.ally.—, 
New York Sun.

Any- 
how, Ah Jim got the worst of it for 
his hospitality, the jury finding him 
guilty in twenty minutes and, he will 
be sentenced to-morrow.

by the plants that were not given a 
chance to gratify cannibalistic taste. 
This is certainly a discovery worthy of 
roach careful study and extensive ex- 
periment.—Cincinnati Enquirer.
